OH THE ADVOCATE 


In a recent issue of the Advocate, 


the death was chronicled of James A. 
Hamilton, aged «« yean, at Wooster, 
one of the oldest editors in the state. 
For many years the deceased was a 
resideat of Xewark. and was employ- 
ed In the office of the county auditor 
under William D- Morgan, and later, 
during the management of the Advo- 
cate by Mr. Morgan, held a staff po- 
sition on the paper.
